WiKCHniBB, Kr., January 28.— Some 
months ago the City Oouncil of Win- 
clicHter compromiHed the bank tax capes 
as did most other cities in Central Ken- 
tucky. Tbe Cttty Board of Education re- 
fused to be bound by this compromise, 
and prosecuted a suit against t^e Citi- 
zens' National Bank. In deciding this 
care Circuit Judge .Scott deciiied several 
points of interest to fourth-class cities. 

He held that while the OityConneil 
has the sole right to levy taxes for city 
purposes the demandl of the Board of 
Kdiicatioa were mandatory if within the 
constitutional limitations. He also held 
that the Council had no right to com- 
promise or rebate the taxes levied for the 
86hool Board; that if the Council failed 
orrisfased to proeeeate the oolleetldny>f 
these taxes it could be done in the name 
of the Board of Educi^tion. He decided, 
however, thaV the banks that bad com- 
plied with the Hewitt law were not lia- 
ble for other UOM until the later deci- 
sion of Ibe Ooovt of Appeals on the sub- 
ject. While he did not decide tbe basis 
of SBsessinent to be applied to the baaks, 
as this <iuestion was not before him, it 
could easily be read between the lines 
that tbe banks rihould be assessed on the 
same basis as other property, Ufually, 
about 7Q or S/a per oent, of the aqtoal 
value.
